Greenburg proved to be a poor Jew 


peddler, who with a horse that eeemed 
to be wenr> of its existence and a 
wagon load of dishes, drove into town 
and was engaged In bujing rags, 
nnjing theiefot with pottery ware 
There Is an old law, an act of 1861, 
which prohibits peddling in Bucks 
countj. the penaltj for violation of 
which Is n Ann of $50 and costp. 
Constable Healop, of the Fifth ward, 
noticed Oreenburg plying his trade 
on Latin ette street and arrested the 
man, 
Kraft 
though he declared he had no know- 
ledge of tne law and did not know it 
was a crime 
The justice told the 


stranger that he did notappro\eof 
the law, but that the fine of $50 and 
costs would have to be Imposed 
Qreeuburg nearly collapsed, the poor 
fellow claiming he had no moiiev 
Arrangements, however, were made 
wheieby tbe constable took charge of 
the horse and wagon and permission 
was granted to Oreenburg to return
